All Languages are in a continual flux, 
one Age making ftill Additions to the paft, or at leaft 
altering or taking away many Worcs from it; that Com- 
pariton of the Poets being extreamly apt -—--- chat Words 
are like Leaves, the Old Qi) wearing off and New 
ipringing up in their rooms. The Grammarians, whofe 
unenvy'd Bufinels ’tisto Beat Languages, as Oldham calls 
it, havealmoft demonftrated that the Phanitian is only 4 
Corruption or Dialeét of the Hebrew, the Greek, and 
perhaps many other Languages of the Phanitian, the old 
Roman of the Greek, the very Charatters being the fame, 
as may be feen in old Infcriptions and Monuments, On 
the other fide, the modern Greek and Ruffian trom the 
ancient Claflic Greek, the Isalian, French, Spanifh; Por- 
tuguele from the Corruption of the Lastin, and its adu!- 
terous mixtures with feveral barbarous Languages, eve- 
ry one of which daily alter, and are ftill like to do ioas 
long as the World lafts;and when they are fo much alter'd 
that the greateft part of che Words come to be chang’d, 
i's probable enough that thefe will ftill be call’d New 
Languages. Thus twas here in England ; the old Saxon 
is undoubtedly, the proper Englifb Tongue, our very 
Countrey taking its laft and moft famous Name from 
thofe 4nzli ; and yet our prefent Englifh is as abfolure- 
ly a different Language from it as the old Greek is from 
the Roman. But {till, which is more to our preient pur- 
pole, old Chaucer, Gower, and their Contemporaries 
were call'd great Refiners of our Englifhb Language, and 
undoubcedly were thought to have brought it to as great 
a Perfeétion by their Contemporaries, as we fay a Wall. 
er, a Dryden, a S——t or a B——t have in our Age 
brought it. And ‘twas juft the fame Cale with Ennius 
and Lucilius in their times, who were thought as 
well of by others, and fpoke as ill of their Language 
who went before "em, as Horace or any of the Critics 
of Auguftus his Court who came after em. But the 
mentioning his Court recalls to mind the Notion 
of fome Men, and we think the moft common of any 
other, concerning the PerfeGtion of any Language : That 
the Court is the Standard of a Language, all own, that then 
the Language is in perfection when the Empire is in 
perfection, and the Court at the greateft heighth, is ge-
